UST we continne for ever in the Wilderneſs , and 
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and Tovernment; is and ought to be in yon, Be no longer 
cheated of your right, nor let the Parliament and Army {ad- 
die you with flayery, The Scripture clears the point, thar 
you are the Original of all power: the Apoſtle Perer calls it, 
The Ordinance of Man. When the murmucing 1ſraclices 
cr;ed onc for a Kinz, God bid Samuel hearken to their woice ; 
as if he ſhonld bave ſaid, Let them make ufe of their naval 
- Rights, in making choilſe of the form of Goveroment : and 
after God had nominated the perſon, he lefc the confirmation 
ard ratification of the yr am ins co the peopl-, to ſhew. 
that the Righc was in them , and to that end, Samnel calls 
them cogether, and with ſhonrs and acclamations they pro- 
claim him King : an evident Tettimony that the validity of 
rhe Government depended wholly npon che peoples conſent 
- andconfirmacion, And indeed, the a&s of al) Tyrants and 
U.urpers do evidence the fame ; who comake their Actions 
as jult as they can, do alwayes endeavour the conient and 
ratification of the people, and to enter into ſome compat 
with them, and to eltabliſh themſelves wich a ſhew of Lega- 
| lity ; which if ſeriouſly conſidered, is a manifett confeſſion of 
what I here afficm, 

I (hall infiſt no longer upon this ſnbjeR, for 1 hope we may 
take ir for granted on all fides , that the Original of all juſt 
power is in the people ; but proceed co the. removal of all 
{ach blocks which have lain in the peoples way, and hinder- 
ed them of the poſſeſſion of their jult rights and Liber- 
ties, 

1, The firt foundation of Tyranny, and hinderance of 
the peoples juſt rights, is the diviſion of a Stare into Ecclefi- 
aſtical and Civil. It 13 true, the Commonwealth of Iſrael 
was thus conſtituted by God himſelf : but to fay that there is 

the leaſt ground or reaſ-n for ſuch a diviſion under the Go- 
ſpel, or for congregating national Churches, to be drewn 
from the Scripture, is mere then the Learneclt or Gravelt of 
the Orthodoxal train can produce, It 1s clear that Chriſt. 
came to pnt ar\ end to the adminiſtration of the Jewiſh form, 
and to take away the pale which confined the Church to a 
pir- 
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particular nation, that all nations might be taken into-the 
Church, I mean here and there a few, whom the Lord ſhould 
chaſe: his Church now 15 not National ; Ic is nor a political, 
buc a ſpirituz] Body, according to the ſaying of Chritt him- 
ſelf, My Kingdom ts mot of this world. This diviſion of \rate 
is the righc hand of Antichritt, which hath built vp and nou- 
riſh:d the min of (in, from an infant to a perfeAt man : and 
bath in all zges perſecn:ed the people of God, ard been the 
canſe o' mo of the blood that hath been ſhed in the world, 
For whatever Reformation or change happeneth, ether in 
Church or State, the Clergy can (vor cransform themſelves in- 
ro char ſhape, j»yn Iflue with the preſent power, and under 
pretence of elronr and herefi-, binde men £9 believe their 
arbitrary Ditates, Traditions, Eirovrs 2nd blaſphemies, or 
perſecur* chem ro che death. 

Therefore,O Parliament of E:g/ayd (waom the good peo- 
ple are pleaſed art preſent ro own as th: ©upreme Authoriry, 
and will do 'o, provided you own them, and do their wills, 
and fnlfil cheirintents) beware you uffer not the Ecclefiaſtick 
powr:r £o wilt it ſelf wich yours, buron the contrary, to pre- 
yent making of parties and faions upon a religicns accompr, 
and all broils ayd jars in che Nation) declare to the Nation 
that you have nothing co do 1 matters of R-ligion : as you 
are the civil Authority , Jabonr to make good Laws for the 
puviſhing of (in and vice, and keeping all men civil, peacet- 
ble and quiet; and Jet Chrift alone with bis Charch, whole 
work it 15, not yours, 

2, Secondly, that which hicherto hath ſmothered our de- 


clared-for Pree-Srate, in the very birth, was want of care 


(npon the alteration of Government) to hinder the piſlige 
of Tyranny our of one form into another : the affairs of paſt 
a2es and vations, and not onely {o, but the late aRjons in 
this Commonwealth , do fully demonſtiate that che intereſt 
of Monarchy and its inconveniencies have been fatal to o- 
ther forms, and are undenyable proofs chat they may refide 
in the hands of many, as well as in a fingle perſon, We 
might here, for illuſtration ſake, produce the taſe of Athens, 

after 
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after they had laid aſide their King, the Kingly and Tyranni- + 
cal power ſprang vp among their Decimal Governors, and 
- their Thirty, whom the people commonly called Tyrants ; 
and not onely ſo, buc crept among the popular form, who 
were eleXcd by the Commonalty, for want of a ſiri& watch 
over them, to prevent their a&10g more for their own then- 
the people: interett, Not much unlike this, was the State 
of Florence: the Kingly interelt ſpravg up alwayes in onevup- 
{tart or orher, in adyancing his ambicions ends, (tept up into a 
Kingly poſture, and robbed che people of their right. Even 
ſo fare1 Ryme with the Tarquirs, Conſuls, Senares, Decem- 
viri, Triamvici, DiSators and Tribunes, all whom aced the 
flagicion: enormities of an abſolnce Monarchy, 

Setting altde all forreign examples; good people of Englard 
lookar home, and O Parliament of Englard, behold yonr 
own body: have not you cur eff Charles, and let the King 
live to this day ? Conſider what is the intereſt of Monarchy, 
but an uolimiced, uncontronlable, nnaccountable Ration of 
Power and Amthority, in the hands of a ſingle Perſon,or Ma- 
py, who govern according to the DiRtates of their own will 
and pleaſure, If GOD hathfo much mercy for you, that you 
now at laſt preve our Redtemers, and Reltorers of our Li- 
berties, declafe for it in « due and orderly ſucceſſion of An- 
thoriry tn our Supreme Aﬀemblies ; that Ages ro come may 
have a reyerent and noble reſpe&t of you, as the Founders 
of onr Free-Stare and Commonwealth, 

Thirdly, and fince (to the eriet of honeſt hearts) there are 
many diſcontented hnmours in the Nation, who endeavour 
ro infivuate themſelves into the Body of rhe Nation, to un» 
dermine the ſecurity of the Commonwealth ; ro gain a ſhare 
1" the government; to bring about their corrupt ends, grear 
Care onght to be had ofthe compoſure and complexion of our 
Repreſentatives. And chat you may be careful herein, pray 
ſhut the door;and nor onely fo, but Ropevery crack and cran- 
ny, to keep out the old and n2w Malignant out of Antho- 
ricy ; you mult be cantious not onely in excluding the wilde 
Geeſe, bur the tame ; not onely the old, but the new Malig- 
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nant; being fall as dangerons as the other : There is ano- 
ther rame beaſt yer,more dangerous then the other two,viz, 
the Neutral La:diceanwho can live in any Element, fail with 
any wind cloſe with the Malignants or any for his own ad- 
yanrace, transform himſelf inco an Angel of light, to bring a+ 
bout his deeds of darkneſs : Ler nor ſuch be named 1n Ele- 
&ions : And good people,be not threarned by ſomes or de- 
lnded by ochers to ſell yourBirth-right for aMeſs of Potrage, 
And as you onght to be careful of the perſons to be eleR- 
ed, fo you onght to be as careful of the Perſons eleAting,who 
ought to be inch as have made contribution of their purſes, 
ſtrength and counſels, ro manage the Canſe for the Libercy 
and Freedom of the People : for in this caſe thoſe onely 
onghe to be reckoned the people ; the reſt having by atrai- 
teronseneacement,complyance,pentrality,or apoltacy,cndea- 
voured to deliroy the people, and by conſequence* have for- 
feiced their Rights and Memberſhip of free people; are no 
longer to be called Patriots , but Parties in FaAion, having 
acted againſt the declared Intereſt of the Common- 
wealth, 

4. Fourthly, the permitting of the Legiſlative and Exe- 
citive power to reſt in the ſame hands and perſons, is a 
means {nddenly to overthrow a Commonwealth, Reaſon 
clears it : for if the ſupreme power, the Law-makers, be alſo 
the Adminiſtrators and Diſpenſers of Juſtice, the people 
would be loſt without Remedy, in caſe unjuſtice be meaſured 
unto them : for whar appeal have we under heaven, again(t 
choſe thac have the Snpremacy? For true policie alwayes 
preſnppoſerh the worlt, that governors may be unrighteous; 
and cherefore in all dererminations, points at the enormiries 
and remedies of government, | 

If I conld infift npon Examples, the Rate of moſt Kinos 
doms and Commonyealrhs in the world wonld evidevice 
the ruth of whac I here affert ; bat paſſing by all; .1 come 
to our own State, and theaffairs cherevf, which are freſh in e- 
very mans memory, The late King; who was and ought to 

have been no more bnr an Officer 1a truſt, co ſee ro the exe- 
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cution of the Laws, ſtrained ke ruine of Parliaments) to 
oer the Legiſlacive power, as well as the Executive, into his 
own hands : and whilſt he ſicived for thisabſolnce Tyranny, 
he pulled a wifc defruRion upon Himſelf apd his Family. 
Oliver Cramwel, for his time, was a rare Proficient in ſuch 
projets, and for the ſame (inltead of a blefled memorie, 
which might have been cc:ebraced for his valiant and bold 
atchievcments) he” bath left bur a Rinkivg ſayour behinde* 
him, in the nolirils of all honeſt men.

I do not mean the equitable Reſults of Prudence and right 
Reaſor, for upon theie ought cheir Determinations to be 
founded, and is the ſafety of States and Princes : by Reaſor 
of State, | mean that which flows from a corrupt Principle to- 
an indiret End, which is the States-mans will and ln(t,zwhen 
he hath admitted ambicton, preferment, profir, revenge, & c, 
to be his reaſov, It is a ſoyeraign Commanderzan importans ' 
Counſellor; it anſwers all objzeQions and quarrels ; it makes 
War and Peace, raiſeth Taxes, cuts off avd pardons Offen- 
ders, treats Embaſſadors e It can ſay and unſay, do and nando, 
make by-wayes high-wayes, and what not ? Many mighty 
Things ithath done1n all ages, Ir was Reaſon of State that 
made Pharaoh keep the Iſraclices in bondage, contrary to the 
commands of GOD : Ir was that made Saul ſpire eApag, 
and endeayor the ruine of David : It made Jeroboam ſer up 
his Calves in Das and Bethe/: It made eA' its; hel oye COnn- 
ſel to Ab[alow to defile his Fathers Concnbines:s It made 
Abner take part with the houſe of Sawu/: And it cauſed Jo- 
#hafcerwards to kill him s Te made 7ehr tro mingle his own 
intereſt with the commands of GOD: Ic made the Jews cry 
Snt,Crncife-and Pilate to pals ſentence: It made Richard the 
Thicd 
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Third murther his Nephew : It wzs ic that made Hexry the 
Eighth perſecuce the Protet{ants z and (hifting his Religion, 
fell as heavy upon the Papi'is: Ir made his Daughter Mary 
fill up the cup of her Fathers iniquizies 2 Jr brought a 
Scorch Coward to be our King : It made his Sor, the late 
King, engeavour> by a bloody war to ruine Religion and Li- 
berty : And O Parli:ment of England, it was Reaſon of State + 
that made you impriſon many of the free people for deman- 
ding their Rights: It made you fiifite your Truſt, and keep 
the Liberties of Eg/ard to yourſelves : It made Oliver Crow 
wel aipire to the Top of Supremacy : It made him leave bis 
power toa Goote, inftead of a Fox ora Lyon : It was Reaſox 
of State that made the Grandees of the Army bring you a- 
ozin to the Helm; andif you do nor now (weep It out of 
your Houſe,and take io the Rule of Hopeftie, it will noavoy- 
dably-brivg Ruine upon you, as it hath done npon the afoce- 
named Tyrants, 

6. Sixthly, Breach of Vows and Promiſes, a violation of 
Faich, Principles and Engagements, upon every turn of time 
and advantage, 13 agreaterreur among Politicians,an Enemy 
to a Free State, and an Impiery thar ovghr to be exploded 
out of all Nations, eſpecially ſuch as bear the name of Chr;- 
ſtians. The people that diſcern but little, magnifie it for 2d- - 
mirable policie ;and the Impoſtors that uſe ir , for the onely 
Polititians, This 1s the old Courr-Goſpel, which hath gaj- 
ned many Proſelytes, Thar a Prince cannot, nor ought notto 
keep his faich given, when the obſervance thereot turns to 
diſadyantage, and the occafions thar mide him . promiſe are 
palt, Surely then the intereſt of the people ſhould lead 
them never co trult Princes, nor Engagements and Pcomiles 
made of Men in power,bur ever to reſerve a power to them- 
ſelves,aither to rejeRt them or ro make them perform their 
promiſes, whether they will or no, And if Pcipces or men 
in Anthoricy do ſometimes reſemble the Lion,:vd ſom:times 
the Fox, ler the free people obſerve them in both djſenites, 
and keepa power to themſelves, co c:ge the Lion, ard to un- 
kennel the Fox, | 
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1 might here bring plenty of inſtances, both forreign and 
domellick, wherein might appear the benefit to a Common- 
wezlth, which hath accrewed by 2 (iri& obſervance of Vows 
2nd Promiſes, and whar ſad eff:fts the contrary bath produ- 
ced; bur for want of Paper, I wave them , and put you in 
minde, O Pzrlizmenr of Erg/ard, that yeur apparevrt viola- 
tion of your Engagements and Promiſes , had like to haye 
\mothered our Free State, in irs infancyand hnrryed you,and 
the Good Od Canſe;to Hiopia, 1Iknow you can frame excn-

Sexenthly, and laſtly, the peoples 1grorance what their 

Liberty is, how to obrein it, and how to preſerve ir, is at er- 


rour in true policy, zad an enemy to 2 free rate : by this 


means have theGrandees of the world,& the Clergy(hoiding 
their old Mixime, That 1gn:rance i the coker of Devotion) 
keptthe people in ignorance, and ſhared the government of 
the world betweenthem. Therefore lec the Parliament of 
Eygland now let the people know what heir power is, and 
let them lay che prirciples of a Free State before the Peo- 
ple, Ler Children be trained up and wored in the Princt- 
ples of Enmity and diſlike again(t Kingly government , and 


' all enter into an oath of abjuration (as the Hollanders do) a- 


eainſt Kingly government for ever, Let the people know 
that It is inconſiſtent ro a Free State for particular perſons 
ro grandize or ereaten themſelves more then ordinary; for 
that breeds in them an aſpiring to Kireſhip : thns had the 
Stace of Holland like to have loit their Liberrys by rhe grear- 
neſs of the Ora»re Family : And this Paritament harh canſe 
to remember their old General. Lei1kem not cemmir the 
con: inuation of power in anyoneFamily,becanſe tr gives them 
an-opportnvity co bring®n their pereicntiar intereſt 3m compe- 
tition Wirh the pedples.Ler the peoples Mjzity & Anthority 
of their Vores in their Srpreme Afi:mbvlies be kepr irviola- 
ble. Letthe Arms and Militia be placed in the hands of 
ſuch men who were alwayes firm tothe ivterelt of the pow.

ly,ipthe Venetian Stare it was held Treaſon foranySenatoror 
Officer ro receive any gifts or penſions from any forreien 
Piince or State upon any precence whatſoever ; or to hare 
any frivate confererce with any forreiep Embaſſador, 

The people being thu; reſtored to their jult Rizhes and 
Liber: ics,avd placed inthe Majeſty of government, let them 
obſerve theſe brief Rules following. 


Firſt, That in a Free State it 18 above all things neceflary 
ro avoid diflention, and nor to nle the ntrermoſt remedy n5- 
on eyery flivhr diftemper and defauir of thoſe with whom 
they have entruſted theirLiverties, left the cure prove worſe 
then the dileaſe + For the enormity of tumuir, diflention 
ard ſedition, hath been the main obj:Rion of Tyrants and 
rieir Creatures, againſt rhe peoples government, Therefore 
lerihe people be moderate avd'<i(Feer in their behaviour, 
and give a due reyererce tO thoſe whom they have elected 
for rheir Superiore, 

Secondly, That their guardianſhip of Liberty may be ſafe- 
ly placed, Let them be carefn], iv their Ele&ions, to have an 
eye upon the publick, andchnſe ſuch as have appeared molt 
eminent and ative in the Eſtabliſhment of Love and Free- 


dom, 
Thirdly,Be not led by faRion,affeRion, cr alltance;tb chuſe 


any, bur meerly upon the account of Meric ; this will ingage 


your very foes, when they ſee men fur 1070 Anthority that 
have acleer Repwation of travicendent Horeur and Wi- 


dom.

Laſtly, As you ought-to have powerto call your Repreſen- 
tatives and all:Officers ro an account when you pleaſe, be 
caretul 10 avoid faiſe charges, accuſations and calumniatiens 
againit-perions in-Authority ;which are great abuſes and ble- 
miſhes 10.Liberty, And whatever ycu do, beware of In- 
orati:ude to thoſe.-who have done handſome things for the 
Commonwealth : Nor put no irult in the bands of any per- 
{on or perſons, farther then you can rake it back again at plea- 
ſure, Without a due obſervance of thele or ſuch-like can- 
tions, our Libercy will curn to Licenticuſneſs, which as 'cis a 
Tyranny in ic ſelf, (oiatheend it will occafion the corrup- 
tion and converſion of a Free State, into Monarchical Ty- 


ranny,
